Dispatches, of which the following are copies, were this after- 
noon received from Field-Marsnail his Royal Highness the 
Duke o& York, by the Right Hon. Henny Dunpbas, one 
of his Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of State. 
Hiade Quarters, Alkmaar, 
Sir, Gt. 6. 1799. 
Disrarcuen my aid-de-camp, Caprain Fitzgerald, 
on the 4th inftant, with an account of the fuccefs 
obtained over the enemy on the 2d ; and circumftances 
at that moment not enabling me co give the particulars 
that day’s action, I thall vow enter into a detail of 
the occurrerces which then took place. 

"The difpofition I have already tranfinitted to you.of 
the intended attack, will fhew that it was determined 
that a vigorous effort fhould be made on the left of the 
enemy, where the French troops were polted and con- 
centred about Bergen, a large village furrounded by 
extenfive woods, through which pafles the great road 
Jeading to Haarlem, and between which and the fea 
lies an extenfive region of high fand hills, impa‘fable for 
artillery or carriages; difficult and very embarrafling 
from their depth and broken ‘furface for cavalry, and 
exceedingly forbidding from all thefe and other circum- 
ttances to any movements being attempted in them by a 
large body vf infantry. Behiod theie fand hills, and 
to the enemy’s right, through the whole exsent of North 
Holland, lies a wet and low country, every where in- 
terfeéted with dykes, canals, and ditches, which it reft- 
ed with the enemy to occupy and {trengthen in what- 
ever manner and. in«whatever points he pleafed, and 
thereby to prevgnt out making any fuecefsful yattempt a- 
gaioft his right. His centre was fupported by the town 
of Alkmaar, and water communications gave fim in 
every direction the advantage of drawing from and pro- 
fiting by the’refovrces of the country... The delays 
which the unufual feverity of the weather at this feafon, 
and the whole of onr fituation rendered: inevitable ena- 
bled hint to improve his pofition by new works, which 
‘bore a formidable appearance, and threatened much re- 
fiftance. ae 

Under all circumftances tt was evident, that it was 
only by a great advantage gained on the enemy’s left 
that we could drive him back,and force him to evacuate 
‘North Holland, thereby materially ‘bettering our fitua- 
tion, by opening the {phere of our refources and future 
-exertions, 

The combined attacks were. therefore made in four 
‘principal columns :— : 

. The firlt on the right, under General Sir Ralph A- 
bercromby, confilting of 
‘ Major-General D’Oyley’s brigade, 

Major-General Moore’s ditto, 

Major-General Earl of Cavan’s ditto, 

Colonel M‘Donald’s referve, 

Nine fquadrons of ‘light dragoons, commanded 

by Colonel Lord Paget, 

And one troop of horfe artillery, marched by 
the fea-beech again(t Egmont-op-Zce, with a view to 
turn the enemy’s left flank. 

OF the fecond, confifting of Ruffian troops com- 
Manded by Major-General D’Effen, the gréater pro- 
Pasties marched by the Slaper Dyke through the vil- 
lages of Groete and Schorel upon Bergen, by the road 

which all the way fkirts the foot’ of the fand-hills of 
“Camperdown, about 300 feet high, prefenting a fteep 
face to the country much wooded, but from their fum- 
mit more gradually {loping towards the fea. Part of 
this column, under Major-General Sedmoratfky, de- 
‘bouched from the Zuyper Sluys, and were deftined to 
cover the left flank of the remainder of the Ruffian troops 
moving under the fand hills, to: co-operate with the 
brigade under Major-General Burrard in the attack of 
Schoreldam, and to combine their attack upon Bergen 
with the troops upon their right. 

The third column, ander the command of Lieutenant- 
General Dundas, confifted of 

Major-General Earl of Chatham’s brigade, 

Major-General Coote’s ditto, 

Major-General Burrard’s ditto, 

And one fquadron’ ot the 11th light dragoons. 

Major-General ‘Coote’e brigade was ordered to fol- 
low the advanced guard of Sir Ralph *Abercromby’s 
column from Petten, to turn to the left at the village 

; of Campe, and proceeding under the hills to take the 
Slaper Dyke in referve, and clear the road to Groete 
and the heights above -it, for that part of the Ruffian 
column which marched by the Slaper Dyke, whofe 
right Major-General Coote was to cover during its pro- 
prefs towards Bergen, by detaching the required num- 
ber of troops into the fand hills, Major-General Lord 
Chatham’s brigade way to follow that part of the Ruf- 

+ fian column which marched from the Zuyper Sluys to 
turn to the right, and“falling into the road in the rear 

" of Major-General D’Effen’s corps, to join fuch part of 
Major-Geieral Coote’s as moved along that road, to 
to proceed in fupport of the Ruflian column, covering 
its right upon the fand hills, and from them ultimately 
to combine with that-column in its attack upon Ber- 

‘gen for which purpofe thefe two brigades were to ex- 
tend as much as pailible to the right, and endeavour to 
connect themfelves with the right cofimn. Major-Ge- 
neral Burrard’s brigade was.ordered to move from ‘l'u- 
tenhoorn and Crabbendam upon the. left of the Alk- 
maar canal, to combine with the corps under Major- 
Gen. Sedmoratfky, its atack from Schoreldam, which 
was further fupported by feven. gun-boats moving along 
the above canal. Major-General Burrard was to com- 
municate upon his left with the fourth column under

ade, * 

Major-General Manners’s ditto, ~ 

Major-General Don’s ditto, 

Two fquadrons of the 18th light dragoons, 

And two battalions of Ruffians. 

This column covered the whole of the left of our 
pofirion to the Zuyder Zee, and was deftined to threa- 
ten the enemy’s right, and to take advantage of every 
favourable circumliance that fhould offer. 

Proportions of artillery of referve weve attached to 

* each column, and-to the Ruflian column about 200 
Coffacks and Huffars, 

The force of the enemy was computed ‘at 25,000 
men, much the preater proportion of which were 
French. 

Vhe°ftate of the tide determined the march of the 
richt column, which proceeded from Petten at half patt 
fix o'clock in the morning. Its advanced guard, com- 

pofed of the referve under Coloriel M‘Donald, viz. 
‘ st, Battalion of Grenadiers of the Line, - 
if Battalion of Light Infantry of ditto, 





2 3d Regiment of Tofantry—and 
55th Regiment of Infantry, 


drove the enemy from Campe, and from the Sand Hills 
above that village, and continued its march upon the 
ridge of thofe hills inclining 2 little to the left. Major 
General Coote’s brigade, which next followed, turned 
to its left at Campe, and, advancing as far as the extre- 
mity of the Slaper Dyke aud the village of Groete, 
cleared the road for the Ruffian column under Major 
General d’Effen. Part of this brigade, in connexion 
with Colonel M‘Donald’s corps, drove the enemy 
from the Sand Hills to the right and’ front of the Ruf- 
fian column, and continued moving forward upon the 
Sand Hills a little in advance of the Ruflian troops. 
Major General Sedmoratfky’s corps had marched from 
the Zuyper Sluys as foon as the enemy had abandoned 
Groete, and advanced acrofs the plain between the 
Alkmaar Canal ‘and the road by which Major General 
D’Effen moved, whofe left he joined, whillt his own 
left was protected by the fire of the gun-boats, and the 
advance of Major General Burrard’s corps. 

The enemy, who had gradually retired from Scho- 
rel, were now formed in confiderable force from Schorel 
to Schoreldam, and kept up a very warm fire from the 
cannon which they had potted at different points of their 
line. Major-General Losd Chatham’s brigade moved 
in the rear of Major-General Sedmoratiky’s corps, clofe 
behind which it was formed in the plain. 

The column under Major-General D'Effen proceed- 
ed along the road upon Schorel, whilit Major-General 
Coote’s brigade was rapidly driving the enemy from 
the ridge of fand hills above. that village and to its right. 
Colonel M‘Donald’s corps had moved confiderably to 
the right, wtth a view to connect itfelf with the right 
column, and continued warmly engaged with the e- 
nemy, who were in very confiderable force on the fand 
hills. After fome delay the enemy were driven, about 
eleven o’clock, by the Raffian troops, and by the gun- 
boats and Major-General Burrard’s brigade upon their 
left, from Schorel and Schoreldam, between which Ma- 
jor-Generals D’Effen’s and Sedmoratfky’s corps took 
poft, and continued the remainder of the day engaged 
in a cannonade with the enemy polted in the village of 
Bergen, and between it and the Koe Dyke. Schorel- 
dam was occupied by Major-General Burrard, whence 
he continued his attack (in conjunction with the gun- 
boats) upon the enemy, who was ‘trongly polted on the 
Koe Dyke. "i 

In this fituation it became neceffary to make a great 
effort to clear the fummit of the Sand Hills of the e- 
nemy, who occupied them in great numbers, and for 
a great vifible extent quite beyond Bergen, , The left 
of Major-General Coote’s brigade was then above Scho- 
rel, and the regiments which compofed it were fepa- 
rated by very confiderable intervals, and extended a- 
long way into the Sand Hills. The 85th regiment 
being on the right, and confiderably adyanced, was 
warmly engaged with the enemy, who fhowed a dif- 
pofition to come upon the right of the brigade. I there- 
fore directed Lieutenant-General Dundas to march 
Major General Lord Chatham’s brigade from the plain 
into the Sand Hills to the right of Major-General 
Coote’s, leaving one battalion (the 31{t) to move clofe 
under the Hills -parallel with the left of Major-Gene- 
ral Coote’s brigade. This movement was admirably 
exe€uted ; and Major-General Lord Chatham’s bri- 
gade having arrived at fome diftance behind the 85th 
regiment, and outflanking it. by about two battalions, 
the line was formed, ‘and the whole was ordered to 
advance at a brifk pace to gain the heights about three 
quarters of a mile diftant, acrofs afcrubby wood, and 
then by a gradual afcent to the fummit of the Sand 
Hills: the 85th regiment at the fame time charged, 
and drove the enemy before them, who being thus ta- 
ken in flank and rear, retired precipitately towards his 
right, and took poft on the fummit of the heights which 
hang over Bergen, whilft the remainder of Majer-Ge- 
neral Coote’s brigade having alfo moved forward, join- 
ed the left of Major-General Lord Chatham’s.—The 
85th regiment took poft in 2 favourable fituation below 
thofe heights, fo as to block up and command the A- 
venue and great Road which leads through Bergen. | 

From the heights the enemy were feen in the village 
of Bergen and the woods.and plains about it, wavering 
and apparently in great uncertainty ; but Licutenant- 
General Dundas’s corps not being able alone to under- 
take the attack of the villjge and woods, or to bring 
cannon into the fand hills, the enemy re-occupied the 
village in force, and kept up a brisk fire of cannon and 
mufquetry on the heights occupied by the Britith, and 
by which the latter were fheltered. A confiderable 
body: of the enemy advanced along the avenue, and 
made a {pirited attack to regain the heights on the poft 
of the 85th, but were driven back with lofs, and that 
regiment gallantly maintained their fituation during the 
re(t of the day againft feveral other attempts of the e- 
nemy. A large body of the enemy having been feen 
moving to their left, three Battalions of Major-General 
Coote’s Brigade were marched beyond the right of 
Lord Chatham’s to fupport him, and extend the line. 
The 27th regiment, poited at the termination of ano- 
ther avenue from Bergen, were attacked by a confidera- 
ble body iffuing from the woods; the regiment having, 


however, by a {pirited chargé, driven the enemy into 


the wood, no-further attempt was made by them from 
that time (about half patt ‘three P.M.) to diflodge 
Lieut-Gen. Dundas’s Corps. 

The extenfion of his line had now bsought its right 
very near to the referve under Colonel M*Dona!d, who 
had been advancing rapidly; notwithftanding the con- 
fiderable refiftance he had experienced, and was now 
warmly engaged with a body of the enemy, lining a fand 
hill ridge which croffes the Downs in a perpendicular 
direction, and which body had probably moved from 
Bergen and Egmont-op-te-Hooff, with a view of turn- 
ing Lieutenant-General Dundas’s right flank. Lieute- 
nant-General Dundas, therefore, fent down the 2oth 
regiment on the left of Colonel M‘Donald clofe to the 
road leading from Bergen to Egmont ; and although the 
enemy’s pofition appeared fleep and fo:midable, a ge- 
neral and rapid attack was made, The advance of the 
2gth regiment was the fignal for the whole on the right 
ofit to move forward brifkly, which was done with 
fuch fpirit that they werefoon at the bottom of the ene- 
my’s pofition ; and afcending the hill without {topping, 
they purfued their advantage with fuch vigour as to 
drive the enemy totally from jthe fand hills. This was 
the laft event which took place on the fide of Bergen; 
and as the clofe of the day was faft approaching, Col. 
M‘Donald, ‘with two battalions, was fent to the fup- 
port of General Sir, Ralph Abercromby. The heights 
of the fand hills fucrounding Bergen for about three 
miles remained crowaed and poffeffed by eleven Britith 
battalions. = , 

General Sir Ralph Aberctomby had marched, ac- 


cording to the difpofition, aon? the beach with Ma. 
jor-General D*Oyley’s Major-General Moore’s, and 
Major-General Lord Cavan’s Brigades, the Cavalry 
and horfe artillery (the relerve under Colonel 


M’Donald not having been able, owing to the great, 


extent of the Sand Hills, to rejoin him after turning 
to the left atCampe). The main body of Sir Ralph 
Abercromby’s column had proceeded without meet- 
ing with much refiftance in the early part of the day, 
but was neverthelefs inconvenienced, and his troops 
harraffed, by the neceffity of detaching continually 
into the Sand Hills to his left, to cover that flank a- 
gainft the troops whom the enemy had placed in the 
Sand Hills. The admirable diipofition, however, 
which he made o* his troops, and their determined 
{pirit and gallantry, enabled him to arrive within a 
mite of Egmont. Mere he was ferioully oppoted by 
a very contiderable corps of French Intantry which 
occupied Egmont-op-Zee and the high fand hills in its 
front, and who had formed a very ftrong corps of ca- 
valry and artillery to their left upon the beach. ‘The 


engagement was maintained during feveral hours with. 


the greateft obftinacy ; and in no inftance were the 
abilities of a commander, or the heroic perfeverance 
of troops in fo difficult and trying a fituation, more 
highly confpicuous. Animated by the example of 
General. Sir Ralph Abercromby, and the General 
and other Officers under him,’ the troops fustained 
every effort made upon them by an enemy then {uperi- 
or in number, and much favoured by the ftrength of 
his pofition, Late ip the evening, the enemy’s ca- 
valry having been defeated in an attempt which they 
made npen the Britith horfe artillery on the beach, 
and having been charged by the cavalry under Col- 
onel Lord Paget, was. driven with confiderable lofs 
nearly to Egmont-op-Zee: his efforts them relaxed 
coofidcrably upon the right ; and General Sir Ralph 
Abercromby having foon after been joined by the 
reinforcement under Colonel M‘Donald, took pott 
npon the Sand Hills and the beach within a very 
fhort .diftance of Egmont-op-Zea, where the troops 
lay upon their arms during the night. 

Lieutenant. General Sir James Pulteney, had affem- 
bled the greater part of his corps in front of Drix- 
hoorn, whence he threatned an attack on Oudt Car- 
fpel, near which was placed the chief force ofthe ene- 
my’s right, and could at the fame time have fupper 
ied any part of the line which might be attempted. 
Lieutenant-General Sir James Pulteney, fecondedby 
the a@tive-exertions of the General Officers and 
troops under his command, executed with bis ufual 
ability that part of the difpofition with which he was 
entrufted, and effe@tuully prevented the enemy from 
fending any detachments to his left. 

On the 3d, at day-break, the enemy evacuated 
their ftrongly fortified pofts at Oud Carfpel and the 
Lange Dyke, oon upon Saint Pancras and Alk- 
maar : the above pofts were very foon after occu 
pied by Lieutenant-General Sir James Pulteney, 

The enemy fiill continued in the woods and town 
of Bergen, and appeared with cannon and in fome 
force on that fide of it next the Koe Dyke. They had, 
however, withdrawn the greater part of their force 
during the night, and before mid-day the village 
was taken pofieffion of by the 85th regiment. A- 
bout one, General Sir Ralph Abercromby entered 
Egmont-op-Zee, and in the evening, the Ruflians 
under Major-Gen. D’Effen advanced from the 
ground where (as I have-already ftated) they had 
halted the preceding day, to Egmont-op-te-Hoof, 
Major-General Burrard, who when the enemy re- 
tired from Bergen had advanced to Kee Dyke, was 
ordered in the evening to occupy with a detachment 
from his brigade the town of Alkmaar, which had 
been abandoned by the enemy, and had been enter- 
ed nearly at the fame time by patroles from his and 
Lieutenant-General Sir James Pulteney’s corps. 

The exhaufted ftate of the troops, from the almoft 
unparralleled difficulties and fatiguee which they 
had to encounter, prevented me from taking the 
advantages of the enemy’s retreat to Bever-wyck 
and Wyck-op-Zee, which, in any other country, 
and under any other circumftances, would have been 
the confequences of the operations of the army upon 
the 2d. 

Of the lofs fuftained by the enemy, the reports 
are fo various that 1 cannot venture to fay any thing 
decifive ; but from all circumftances, I have reafon 
to think it muft have exceedéd four thoufand men. 
Seven pieces of cannon and a great portion.of tum- 
brils were taken. The prifoners having been imme. 
diately fent to the Helder, I canrot at prefent give 


‘any ftatement of their number, but I do not believe 


it exceeds a few hundred men. 

Under Divine Providence, this fignal victory ob- 
tained over the enemy is to be attributed to the ani- 
mating and perfevering exertions which have at all 
times been the charatteriflics of the Britith foldier, 
and which on no occafion were ever more eminently 
difplayed; nor has it often fallen to the lot of any 
General to have fuch jult caufe of acknowledgment 
for the diftinguifhed fupport he that day experienced 
trom the officers under his command, 

1 cannot in fufficient terms exprefs the obligations 
I owe to General Sir Ralph Abercromby and Lieu- 
tenant-General Dundas, for the able manner in which 
they conducted their refpeétive columns, whofe fuc- 
cefs is in no {mall degree to be attributed to their 
perfonal exertions and example. The former had 
two horles fhot under.him. , 

I muft alfo ftate my warm acknowledgments to 
Lieutenant-General Hulfe, Major-Generals Lord 
Chatham, Coote, D’Oyley, Burratd, and Moore, for 
their fpirited efforts upon this occafion, and the abi- 
lities which they fhewed in the conduét of their re- 
fpective brigades. 

The latter, by his ability and perfonal exertion, 
very materially contributed to the fuccefs of his co- 
lumn; and, although fevertly wounded through the 
thigh, continued in action for near two hours, until a 
fecond wound in the face obliged him to quit the 
field.—- Much praife is due to Major-General 
Hutchinfon, for the manner in which he led the sth 
or Lerd Cavan’s brigade ; and I hope it will not be 
confidered as an improper intrufion, if I take this 
occafion to exprefs my fincere regret that an unfor- 
tunate blow from a horfe in going into a¢tioa, by 
fracturing his leg, fhould have deprived me of his 
Lordthip’s fervice, Col. M‘Donald diftinguithed 
himfelf by his wfual fpirit and ability in the command 
ot the relerve, as did Lord Paget, who commanded 
the cavalry upon the beach, and whofe exertions are 
deferving of every praife. Nor mutt | omit ex. 
preiling my thanks to Lieut.-Colonels Whitworth 
and Smyth, who commanded the artillery of referve,
